NORTH  CAROLINA  COMMITTEE  ON  PATIENT  CARE 
Martha  Adams,  Winston-Salem,  NCSNA  Representative 

This  has  been  an  outstanding  year  for  the  North  Carolina  Committee  on 
Nursing  and  Patient  Care.   Its  members  continue  to  implement  its  central 
objective  "to  promote  improvement  of  patient  care  to  the  people  of  North 
Carolina"  through  programs  which  are  of  research  value,  good  news -media 
reporting,  and  a  sharing  of  interests  toward  situations  that  contribute  to 
improved  patient  care. 

Four  excellent  programs  have  been  or  will  have  been  presented  in  1966. 
On  each  were  "specialists"  in  the  fields  of  Health  Care  or  other  areas  of 
interest  where  the  health  of  North  Carolina  people  is  of  some  concern.  The 
following  will  be  of  interest  to  our  nurses: 

January  14,  1966--Knowing  the  necessity  for  hospitals  having  a  good 
Public  Relations  program  the  Sub-Committee  on  Public  Relations  presented 
a  program  which  defined  some  problem  in  hospital  public  relations  and 
attempted  to  identify  a  good  basic  formula  for  the  hospitals  to  use. 
Participants  were  Mr.  Eugene  Price,  Managing  Editor  of  the  Goldsboro 
News -Argus;  Mr.  Holt  McPherson,  Hospital  Trustee  and  Editor  of 
High  Point  Enterprise;  Mr.  Joseph  Barnes, Administrator,  Rex  Hospital; 
and  Dr.  Frank  W.  Jones,  President,  North  Carolina  Medical  Society. 
All  of  these  speakers  are  well  known  to  North  Carolina  people. 

April  2,  1966--Dr.  Eloise  Lewis,  Chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  on 
Nursing,  presented  a  panel  of  nurses  who  had,  through  their  own  research 
identified  some  of  the  reasons  for  the  "shortage"  of  nurses  and  the 
problems  in  recruiting  nurses  for  employment  and  admission  to  schools 
of  nursing.  Sharing  information  of  interests  in  the  subject  "Nurses 
Lost"  were:  Elizabeth  Holley,  Chief  of  Nursing  Section,  North  Carolina 
State  Board  of  Health;  Hilda  Burnham,  Director  of  Nursing  Service, 
Johnson  Memorial  Hospital,  Smithfield;  Mrs.  Pat  Conklin,  President, 
North  Carolina  League  for  Nursing  and  Member  of  Faculty,  North 
Carolina  College,  Durham;  Mrs.  Ruth  Peters,  President,  North  Carolina 
State  Nurses'  Association;  and  Louise  Egan,  Educational  Consultants, 
Vocational-Technical  Division,  North  Carolina  Department  of  Community 
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Colleges,  Raleigh. 

July  22,  1966--The  Committee  has  been  interested  for  some  time  in  the 
emergency  care  of  patients  and  has  explored  ways  of  improving  the  care 
to  those  who  are  injured  on  our  highway  systems.  John  Lockhart,  new 
chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  in  Public  Relations  and  a  panel  made  up 
of  Dr.  John  Morris,  General  Surgeon  of  North  Carolina  Industrial 
Commission;  Mr.  Phillip  Redwine,  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  North 
Carolina;  and  Mr.  William  Hilliard,  Director  of  Public  Relations, 
Medical  Society  of  North  Carolina  discussed  "the  Need  for  Emergency 
Medical  Identification  Data."  There  is  no  legal  statutes  requiring 
carrying  information  on  the  person,  but  it  is  a  recognized  need  since 
20  per  cent  and  40  per  cent  of  the  population  have  a  medical  problem 
for  which  they  should  carry  medical  identification  data. 

October  14,  1966 — The  Sub-Committee  on  Nursing,  having  learned  of  con- 
cern for  the  fragmentation  of  health  information,  will  present  a  pro- 
gram which  will  explore  some  of  the  problems  in  this  area  of  interest 
and  will  attempt  to  show  how  a  Centralized  Community  Health  Information 
Service  can  assist  the  people. 

In  addition  to  presenting  interesting  programs,  other  Committee 
accomplishments  were: 

1.  Purchasing  a  second  copy  of  the  film,  "Mrs.  Reynolds  Needs  a 
Nurse,"  and  promoting  the  use  of  this  film  for  recruitment  programs. 

2.  Distributing  widely  the  brochure,  "The  North  Carolina  Committee  on 
Nursing  and  Patient  Care."  This  publication  describes  the  com- 
position and  activities  of  this  "represented"  Committee. 

3.  Members  participated  in  various  programs  of  the  parent  organizations 

4.  Supported  a  study  on  "Visiting  in  Hospitals"  with  the  idea  of 
trying  to  arrive  at  some  way  of  making  visiting  better  for  the 
patient.  A  $9,700.00  grant  from  United  Medical  Research  Foundation 
has  been  provided  for  a  year  of  Study  of  Visiting  in  Hospitals  in 
two  counties  of  North  Carolina,  a  rural  area  and  a  largely 
populated  area.  Forsyth  and  Beaufort  Counties  were  the  chosen 
areas. 

5.  Adopted  a  resolution  on  "The  Importance  of  Emergency  Medical 
Identification." 

6.  Changed  the  name  of  the  Committee  from  "The  North  Carolina 
Committee  on  Nursing  and  Patient  Care"  to  the  "North  Carolina 
Committee  on  Patient  Care." 

7.  Held  three  meetings  at  Quail  Roost  Conference  Center,  Rougemont, 
North  Carolina,  since  the  accommodations  are  good  and  more  cen- 
trally located  to  all  members  at  present.

NORTH  CAROLINA  MEDICAL  CARE  COMMISSION 
Mrs.  Margaret  B.  Dolan,  Chapel  Hill,  NCSNA  Representative 


The  Commission  held  its  regular  quarterly  meeting 
on  the  following  dates:   September  17,  1965;  December  17, 
1965;  March  18,  1966;  June  17,  1966;  and  September  16, 
1966. 

This  year  marks  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  the 
Hill-Burton  Act.   Since  the  enactment  of  that  legis- 
lation providing  federal  assistance  in  the  construction 
of  hospitals  and  other  health  facilities,  North  Carolina 
has  constructed  more  hospital  projects  than  any  other 
state  in  the  nation.  We  are  third  in  the  number  of 
public  health  units  constructed. 

North  Carolina  now  has  under  construction  or  in 
the  planning  stage  medical  projects  approaching 
$90,000,000. 

During  the  20  years  since  passage  of  the  Hill- 
Burton  Act  and  the  establishment  of  the  Medical  Care 
Commission,  North  Carolina  has  constructed  267  hos- 
pital projects,  28  long-term  care  projects,  and  124 
other  types  of  projects,  making  a  total  of  419.  The 
total  cost  of  these  projects  was  $280,000,000,  of 
which  41.7  per  cent  was  Federal  funds,  7.1  per  cent 
state  funds,  and  51.2  per  cent  local  funds. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Commission  is  in 
the  midst  of  its  largest  building  program  in  20 
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years,  the  rising  cost  of  construction  is  a  matter 
of  deep  concern.  Costs  increased  in  the  period 
1959  -  1965  by  54.5  per  cent  per  bed.  Of  equal 
concern  to  the  Commission  is  the  limited  avail- 
ability of  qualified  personnel  to  staff  these 
facilities.  The  Commission  is  giving  much 
attention  to  how  to  deal  with  these  problems 
and  is  giving  primary  emphasis  to  its  scholarship 
program  in  health  careers. 

The  Medical  Care  Commission  is  including  in 
its  budget  requests  to  the  1967  General  Assembly 
an  appropriation  of  $600,000  for  the  1967-69 
biennium  for  its  student  loan-scholarship  pro- 
gram.  (Loans  are  made  to  students  in  health 
related  professions  and  are  cancelled  by 
practice  in  areas  of  critical  need,  thus  be- 
coming scholarships.]  The  NCSNA  Board  of  Direc- 
tors has  voted  to  support  this  request  for 
$600,000  for  the  student  loan  program.   Since 
the  loan  program  was  liberalized  in  1965,  all 
the  funds  available  for  this  purpose  have  been 
encumbered.  Until  1965  nurses  did  not  apply  for 
these  loans  in  great  numbers,  but  since  the  be- 
ginning of  1965  more  laons  have  been  made  to  nurses 
than  to  any  other  group. 

Emphasizing  the  great  need  for  an  adequate 
appropriation  for  this  program  for  the  next 
biennium  is  the  fact  that  since  July  1,  1966,  a 
total  of  60  applications  from  nurses  have  been 
approved.  Ten  of  these  are  for  associate  degree 
programs,  20  for  diploma  programs,  and  30  for  bac- 
calaureate programs.  Of  all  loans  approved  since 
July  1,  1966,  53.5  per  cent  were  awarded  to  nursing 
students. 

Since  1945,  there  have  been  158  applications 
from  nurses  approved- -12  in  associate  degree  pro- 
grams, 63  in  diploma  programs,  and  83  in  bac- 
calaureate programs.  As  the  above  figures  will 
indicate,  the  trend  in  applications  from  nurses 
is  from  diploma  to  baccalaureate  students. 

The  Medical  Care  Commission  sees  continuation 
of  this  loan-scholarship  program  as  one  way  of 
increasing  the  availability  of  qualified  personnel 
to  staff  the  rapidly  expanding  hospitals  and  other 
health  facilities. 
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NORTH  CAROLINA  MENTAL  HEALTH  COUNCIL 
Martha  Clyde  Davis,  Chapel  Hill,  NCSNA  and  NCLN  Representative 

The  North  Carolina  Mental  Health  Council  met  on  the  following  dates: 
December  10,  1965;  February  18,  1966;  and  May  20,  1966.  Chief  topics  of 
ongoing  interest  and  responsibility  were  the  Mental  Retardation  Planning 
Project  and  the  implementation  of  the  State  Mental  Health  Plan.  At  each 
meeting,  a  progress  report  was  given  by  a  member  of  the  Mental  Retardation 
Planning  Staff,  and  an  informative  program  was  presented  by  representatives 
of  a  member  agency  or  invited  organization  on  some  aspect  of  mental  health 
being  promoted  in  the  State. 

At  the  December  meeting  members  of  the  Maternal  and  Child  Health  Sec- 
tion of  the  State  Health  Department  described  services  to  retarded  children 
offered  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Members  were  told  that  there  are 
twenty-four  pediatric  supervisory  clinics  and  eleven  specialized  develop- 
mental evaluation  clinics  now  operating  throughout  the  State.  The  State 
laboratory  which  tests  for  phenylketonuria  now  makes  this  service  available 
for  every  infant  born  in  North  Carolina. 

The  program  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Family  Service  Agencies 
was  presented  at  the  February  meeting.  Other  business  included  an  announce- 
ment of  the  extension  of  time  and  an  additional  grant  of  $104,000  to  the 
Mental  Retardation  Planning  Project  for  the  completion  of  its  Comprehensive 
Planning  Report. 

The  need  for  a  central  manpower  agency  to  help  the  various  State 
agencies  recruit  people  in  the  mental  health  field  was  discussed;  also, 
the  need  to  establish  a  training  program  for  subprofessionals.   It  was 
suggested  that  the  Governor  might  be  able  to  use  on  his  staff  a  consultant 
on  human  resources. 

Concern  was  expressed  regarding  the  establishment  of  two  much  needed 
additional  facilities  for  the  rehabilitation  of  alcoholics --one  in  the 
eastern  and  one  in  the  western  sections  of  the  State.  The  chairman  of  the 
Council  was  authorized  to  communicate  with  the  Governor  or  his  representative 
regarding  this  matter. 

At  the  May  meeting,  representatives  of  the  Association  of  Mental  Health 
Clinics  of  North  Carolina  presented  a  history  of  the  mental  health  clinics 
and  their  present  functioning.  Other  business  included  an  announcement 
that  on  March  18,  the  North  Carolina  Comprehensive  Mental  Health  Plan  was 
accepted  by  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare;  also,  that  the  Comprehensive 
Mental  Retardation  Plan  was  ready  for  the  printer. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  projected  opening  in  September  of  the 
Center  for  the  Blind  Retarded  at  Murdoch. 

Council  members  were  encouraged  to  attend  the  workshop  at  Pisgah  View 
Ranch  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Mental  Health  Inservice  Education 
Steering  Committee,  June  8-14. 

Announcement  was  made  of  the  advanced  training  program  in  Community 
Mental  Health  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Psychiatry  and  the  School  of 
Public  Health  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill. 
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A  "Decade  of  Progress"  in  the  Correctional  Schools  was  reviewed,  and 
plans  were  described  for  the  new  school  at  Butner  for  hyperactive 
aggressive  delinquents  to  open  early  in  1967. 

The  State  Director  of  Prisons  reported  briefly  on  plans  of  the 
Commission  to  study  and  recommend  legislation  on  certain  criminal  laws 
relating  to  public  morality. 

Other  business  this  past  year  included  the  election  and  installation 
of  new  council  officers  last  December.  Dr.  Charles  Llewellyn,  Jr.  from 
the  Department  of  Psychiatry  at  Duke  was  elected  as  chairman  of  the  Mental 
Health  Council  for  the  next  two  years;  Dr.  Jacob  Koomen  from  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  vice  chairman;  Dr.  Dorothy  Park  Griffin  was  retained  as 
secretary. 

During  the  year  four  new  member  organizations  were  voted  into  the 
Council:  The  North  Carolina  Recreation  Commission,  Alcoholism  Programs 
in  North  Carolina,  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Child  Psychiatrists,  and 
the  Medical  Care  Commission. 

During  this  past  year,  this  writer  served  on  the  Policy  Committee  and 
Nominating  Committee  of  the  Mental  Health  Council.  As  your  representative, 
this  writer  was  asked  to  serve  as  a  contact  person  in  this  State  who  would 
study  and  react  to  the  "Statement  on  Psychiatric  Nursing"  prepared  by  the 
ANA  Conference  Group  on  Psychiatric  Nursing  Practice.  This  responsibility 
was  assumed.  A  reaction  to  the  "Statement"  was  sent  to  ANA  Headquarters; 
a  resume  of  the  Statement  was  published  in  the  September  Tar  Heel  Nurse. 

The  past  year  with  the  Mental  Health  Council  was  an  interesting  one.

Other  members  of 
this  Council  are:  Mrs.  Edith  Chance,  North  Carolina  Association  of  Nursing 
Homes;  Jere  Roe,  D.D.S,  North  Carolina  Dental  Society;  Mr.  Rhett  Ball, 
representing  the  community  and  consumers  of  the  Services  offered;  Mr.  W.  H. 
Randall,  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association;  Mrs.  Marguerite  Dunham, 
North  Carolina  Association  of  Nursing  Homes;  Mr.  Lloyd  Gilbert,  North

The  primary  powers  and  duties  of  the  Nursing  Home  Advisory  Council  are 
as  follows: 

1.  To  consult  and  advise  with  the  Nursing  Home  Section  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  on  matters  or  policy  affecting  the  administration 
of  the  nursing  home  program  and  in  the  development  of  rules, 
regulations,  and  standards  provided  under  the  law 
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2.  To  hear,  consider,  and  make  recommendations  concerning  appeals  by 
the  purveyors  of  these  services  under  this  program  pursuant  to 
regulations  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 

Among  its  actions  this  year,  the  Nursing  Home  Advisory  Council: 

1.  Approved,  with  changes,  the  revised  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
Combination  Homes  and  recommended  their  channeling  through  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  North 
Carolina  State  Board  of  Health  for  Adoption 

2.  Sought  the  assistance  of  a  special  committee  representing  the 
Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  the  North  Carolina 
State  Nurses'  Association,  the  North  Carolina Ebard  of  Pharmacy, 
the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  the  North  Carolina 
State  Board  of  Health  in  providing  a  means  of  supplying  drugs 

for  emergency  use  in  Nursing  Homes.  The  present  law  governing 
the  licensure  of  Nursing  Homes  explicitly  states  that  all  drugs 
for  patients  in  these  homes  shall  be  procured  and  administered  on 
a  prescription  basis.  The  recommendations  of  this  special  committee 
regarding  the  definition  of  emergency  drugs,  acquisition  and 
storage  of  these  drugs  in  nursing  homes,  and  records  of  use  were 
accepted  by  the  Nursing  Home  Advisory  Council,  which  voted  to 
refer  these  regulations  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  action. 

3.  Offered  its  support  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association 
and  commended  it  for  the  efforts  made  to  determine  staffing  needed 
to  provide  quality  nursing  care  in  Nursing  Homes  and  to  provide 
refresher  courses  for  inactive  nurses  with  a  view  to  recruit  these 
individuals  for  services  in  Nursing  Homes 

4.  Recommended  that  a  section  be  added  to  the  present  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  Licensing  Nursing  Homes  to  provide  for  "Reportable 
Accidents" — these  to  be  defined  by  a  sub-committee  of  the  council 

5.  Continued  to  discuss  and  recommend  action  to  the  North  Carolina 
State  Health  Department  in  those  instances  of  nursing  homes  not 
complying  with  regulations  for  licensure 


JOINT  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  HEALTH  CARE 
OF  THE  CHRONICALLY  ILL  AND  AGING

With  the  impending  implementation  of  the  Social  Secu- 
rity Amendment,  popularly  called  "Medicare,"  concerns  are 
continuing  to  be  expressed  over  the  shortage  of  registered 
nurses.  A  registered  professional  nurse  should  be 
responsible  for  nursing  activities  in  health  agencies, 
a  requirement  for  certification  by  the  government. 

Despite  repeated  requests  that  inactive  nurses 
return  to  active  status  whenever  their  personal  situa- 
tion permits,  response  has  been  practically  nil.  The 
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basic  reason  is  economics.  Many  inactive  registered 
nurses  have  stated  that  it  would  cost  them  to  return 
to  work  as  nurses  because  present  salaries  are  too 
low  to  justify  expenses  incurred  in  returning  to  the 
profession.  These  expenses  may  cover  current  licensure, 
uniforms,  maid  or  nursery  service  where  there  are 
children,  transportation,  and  so  on.  Opportunities 
for  employment  in  other  areas  offer  higher  salaries 
and  more  regular  hours.  Competition  for  the  ser- 
vices of  available  nurses  is  increasing  from 
numerous  areas  in  employment. 

Refresher  courses,  planned  to  meet  the  specific 
needs  of  each  class  group,  are  offered  at  a  basic 
cost  of  $2.00  for  registration  to  nurse  groups  of 
eight  or  more.  There  are  43  community  colleges  or 
technical  institutes  scattered  throughout  North 
Carolina  through  which  refresher  courses  may  be 
requested.  To  date,  only  a  few  such  courses  have 
been  held,  including  one  at  Forsyth  Technical 
Institute  in  Winston-Salem,  and  two  at  W.  W. 
Holding  Technical  Institute  in  Raleigh. 

Although  all  members  present  were  more  or 
less  aware  of  reasons  why  inactive  nurses  were 
no  longer  active  (several  of  the  men  discussed 
briefly  why  their  nurse  wives  are  not  employed), 
the  impact  of  basic  economic  aspects  versus 
dedication  to  a  profession  brought  forth  many 
statements  from  individuals  that  salaries  must 
be  raised  and  each  would  support  the  suggestion 
through  his  agency  and  personally  where  feasible. 

As  NCSNA  representative,  I  attended  the  meeting 
of  representatives  of  several  state-wide  health 
organizations  on  Sunday,  June  12,  1966,  in  Raleigh. 
Dr.  Thomas  R.  Nichols  is  chairman  of  the  Committee 
which  is  sponsored  by  the  Medical  Society  of  North 
Carolina.

The  Special  Committee  on  Education  for  Nursing  in  North  Carolina  was 
formed  in  May,  1964,  following  the  endorsement  of  the  "Guidelines  for 
Nursing  Education"  by  the  NCSNA  membership  in  October,  1964,  and  by  the 
NCLN  in  the  spring  of  the  same  year.  This  Committee  was  recommended  in 
Guideline  #10.

This  Committee  has  held  three  meetings  during  the  past  year  - 
February  11,  1966;  May  13,  1966;  and  August  12,  1966. 

Miss  Janet  Campbell  submitted  her  resignation  from  the  chairmanship 
and  from  the  Committee  effective  February  11,  1966.  Miss  Campbell  had 
accomplished  much  in  a  relatively  short  period  of  time,  and  her  resignation 
was  accepted  with  regrets.  Dr.  Eloise  Lewis  accepted  the  chairmanship  to 
complete  the  unexpired  term.  At  the  May  13,  1966,  meeting  Mrs.  Warren 
was  elected  chairman. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  did  some  "soul  searching"  as  to  whether 
this  Committee  had  fulfilled  it  original  purposes  and  whether  or  not  it 
should  ask  to  be  dissolved.  With  eight  committees  in  North  Carolina 
concerned  with  nursing  education,  was  there  a  need  for  a  special  committee 
to  represent  the  profession  of  nursing?  The  members  were  in  agreement  that 
the  Committee  could  continue  to  serve  a  useful  purpose  as  it  worked  to 
coordinate  the  activities  of  the  two  nursing  organizations  in  the  area  of 
nursing  education.  In  view  of  this,  "Rules  of  Procedure"  for  the  Committee 
were  reviewed,  revised,  and  adopted. 

Progress  has  continued  during  the  year  in  the  implementation  of  the 
"Guidelines."  Two  committees  of  the  NCLN  have  worked  on  Guidelines  2,  4, 
and  5.  Most  NCSNA  Districts  have  held  information  meetings  on  the  "Guide- 
lines." The  Committee  has  reviewed  the  ANA  Position  Paper.  Janet  Campbell's 
interpretation  of  "North  Carolina's  Guidelines  for  Nursing  Education"  was 
published  in  the  July,  1966,  Nursing  Outlook. 

On  May  12,  1966,  at  the  Holiday  Inn  in  Burlington,  representatives  of 
this  Committee  met  with  representatives  of  the  eight  committees  in  North 
Carolina  involved  in  nursing  education.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to 
explore  the  purposes  and  functions  of  each  committee  to  see  if  there  was 
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overlapping  and  if  all  should  continue  to  exist.  Written  reports  were 
given  of  the  activities  of  each  committee  which  are  to  be  edited,  dupli- 
cated, and  sent  to  all  schools  of  nursing. 

The  Committee  and  its  members  have  been  active  in  exploring  the 
feasibility  of  supporting  a  legislative  program  to  provide  funds  for  nursing 
education. 

Prior  to  its  scheduled  meeting  on  August  12,  the  Committee  met  with 
the  Legislative  Research  Commission  (Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Assembly)  at  a  hearing  concerned  with  the  request  for  State  funds  for 
nursing  education  programs  in  North  Carolina.  Some  of  the  Committee  mem- 
bers have  worked  with  representatives  of  the  Medical  Society,  Hospital 
Association,  Board  of  Nursing,  other  representatives  from  the  League  of 
Nursing  and  the  State  Nurses'  Association  and  with  certain  official  state 
agencies  to  present  to  the  General  Assembly  a  request  which  can  be  supported 
by  the  groups  involved. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  to  the  Boards  of  the  North 
Carolina  League  for  Nursing  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association 
is  to  "Extend  the  focus  of  the  Committee  on  Education  for  Nursing  in  North 
Carolina  to  include  studying  the  preparation  and  services  of  health  workers 
who  have  patient  contact  and  who  contribute  to  patient  care."

The  Committee  on  Convention  Program  met  in  Headquarters  Office  on 
Wednesday,  May  25,  1966,  with  all  members,  or  a  substitute  from  the 
Section  Program  Committees  present.  Mrs.  Grace  Woodward,  Field 
Service  representative  from  the  American  Nurses'  Association  and 
Miss  Jeanette  Quinn  and  Mrs.  Jeannette  Alexander,  Co-chairmen  of  the 
NCSNA  Convention  Arrangements  Committee  from  the  Host  District,  were 
welcome  guests. 

During  the  lively  four-hour  session  the  convention  focus  was  developed, 
the  program  schedule  formulated  and  topics  with  possible  speakers 
selected.  Since  the  dilemma  in  Nursing  and  the  forthcoming  "Position 
Paper,"  with  all  its  far  reaching  implications  for  nursing,  were 
uppermost  in  the  thoughts  of  the  membership  present  -  the  theme, 
"Nursing  -  Scrutiny,  Reflection,  Direction,"  gradually  evolved  from 
the  discussion.  It  was  felt  that,  as  Emerson  once  said,  "This  time, 
like  all  times,  is  a  good  one  if  we  but  know  what  to  do  with  it." 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee  that  the  general  program  sessions  and 
section  meetings  will  provide  the  stimulation  to  provoke  candid 
reflection  and  purposeful  direction.

Staff  for  the  tremendous  task  of  working  out  details  of  the  program 
you  have  before  you.

This  Committee  held  one  meeting  during  the  year. 
At  this  meeting,  held  on  September  28,  1966,  the 
Committee  reviewed  informative  material  from  the 
American  Nurses'  Association  about  the  National 
Salary  Goal  in  relation  to  SNA  section  minimum 
employment  standards.  The  Committee  discussed  the 
impact  of  the  National  Salary  Goal  of  $6,500  for 
the  practitioner  entering  the  profession  in  1966 
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(adopted  by  the  ANA  House  of  Delegates  at  biennial 
convention  in  San  Francisco,  June,  1966)  and  the 
effect  on  nurse  salaries  of  the  amendments  to  the 
Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  to  bring  hospitals  under 
the  Federal  Minimum  Wage  Law. 

The  Committee  studied  material  compiled  by 
the  staff  showing  the  newly  revised  state  salary 
scale  for  nurses  employed  in  state-owned  hospitals 
and  listing  general  hospitals  throughout  the  state 
reported  in  the  various  local  newspapers  as  having 
recently  granted  substantial  salary  increases  to 
nurses.  Most  of  the  general  hospitals  listed  have 
established  the  beginning  general  duty  salary  at 
$400,  with  differentials  ranging  up  to  $100  for 
evening  and  night  duty.  Hospitals  in  which  all 
nurses  rotate  shifts  generally  raised  the  starting 
salary  to  $450.  Some  announced  differentials  for 
the  baccalaureate  degree  nurse.  The  Committee 
felt  that  a  number  of  other  hospitals  in  the 
state  have  made  substantial  adjustments  in  nurses' 
salaries  which  have  not  been  announced  publicly 
and  that  many  more  hospitals  will  follow  suit. 

The  Committee  voted  to  recommend  to  the 
NCSNA  Board  of  Directors  that  it  adopt  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  House  of  Delegates  a  resolution 
supporting  the  National  Salary  Goal.  The  Committee 
also  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committees 
of  NCSNA  Sections  that  they  review  current  minimum 
employment  standards,  compare  them  with  standards 
of  other  sections,  and  consider  upgrading  the  mini- 
mum salaries  at  their  pre-convention  meetings,  so 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittees can  be  acted  upon  by  the  sections  at  their 
annual  business  meetings.  The  staff  was  directed 
to  prepare  appropriate  informative  materials  to 
be  sent  to  the  Section  Executive  Committees  along 
with  this  recommendation. 

In  discussing  legislative  needs  on  the  state 
level  in  relation  to  economic  security,  the  com- 
mittee agreed  that  it  is  unlikely  that  any  change 
would  be  made  in  the  "Right-To-Work  Law"  at  this 
time  and  that  it  seems  improbable  that  mandatory 
collective  bargaining  legislation  could  be  passed. 
The  Committee  was  informed  that  for  the  1967 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  NCSNA  is  con- 
centrating on  obtaining  adequate  state  support 
for  nursing  education.

The  Committee  on  Finance  met  with  the  President,  Mrs.  Ruth  F.  Peters, 
at  Headquarter's  Office  in  Raleigh  on  September  23,  1966.  A  review  was 
made  of  the  income  and  expenditures  for  1965  and  from  January  1,  1966,  to 
September  30,  1966.  The  expected  needs  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses' 
Association  for  1967  were  carefully  weighed  against  the  income.  A  proposed 
budget  for  1967  was  prepared  for  consideration  by  the  Board.  An  increase 
in  membership  would  provide  for  an  expanded  program  of  work  for  the 
Association.

Newman,  Bryson  City;  Mrs.  Ida  Howard,  Fayetteville.  The  Committee  met 
once  during  the  year. 

The  Committee  made  the  following  recommendations  to  the  NCSNA  Board  of 
Directors,  who  approved  them  at  the  midyear  meeting  in  March: 

1.  Supporting  the  position  of  the  American  Nurses'  Association 
that,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Nurse  Training  Act,  use  of 
public  funds  be  limited  to  those  schools  of  nursing vhich  have 
achieved  National  League  for  Nursing  accreditation  or  have 
reasonable  assurance  of  such  accreditation. 

2.  Reaffirming  support  of  legislation  providing  federal  funds 
for  scholarships  for  basic  nursing  students. 

3.  Endorsing  the  position  of  ANA  in  support  of  extending  coverage 
of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  to  employees  in  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes. 

4.  Endorsing  continued  strengthening  of  the  state-supported 
educational  programs  for  registered  nurses  in  colleges  and 
universities  as  the  best  use  of  state  funds  in  support  of 
nursing  education. 

5.  Supporting  continuation  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission's  loan- 
scholarship  program  at  the  level  requested  by  the  Commission 
for  the  1967-69  biennium. 

NCSNA  has  made  written  or  personal  contact  with  Congressmen  and  Senators 
during  the  year  on  the  following  legislation: 

1.  NCSNA  supported  the  Public  Health  Services  Amendments  to  pro- 
mote and  assist  in  extension  and  improvement  of  comprehensive 
health  planning  and  public  health  service. 

2.  NCSNA  supported  extending  coverage  of  the  Fair  Labor 
Standards  Act. 


3.  NCSNA  opposed  proposed  amendments  which  would  weaken 

immigration  regulations  regarding  admitting  alien  nurses  to 
the  United  States. 

For  several  months  NCSNA  has  participated  in  preparation  of  recom- 
mendations to  the  State  Legislative  Research  Commission  concerning  steps 
the  state  can  take  to  provide  more  registered  nurses  for  North  Carolina. 
A  subcommittee  of  the  Commission  held  a  hearing  on  June  28,  1966,  at 
which  representatives  of  several  organizations  and  agencies  concerned 
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with  nursing  education  presented  recommendations.  Your  chairman  pre- 
sented a  brief  at  this  hearing  outlining  the  position  of  NCSNA  on 
nursing  education  as  stated  in  "Guidelines  for  Nursing  Education  in 
North  Carolina."  This  brief  strongly  stated  that  the  greatest  single 
factor  in  the  shortage  of  nurses  is  the  economic  factor,  and  it  outlined 
efforts  of  NCSNA  to  attract  inactive  nurses  back  into  practice.  The 
brief  urged  that  the  state  invest  funds  available  for  nursing  education 
in  the  six  associate  degree  and  six  baccalaureate  programs  already 
established  in  state  educational  institutions.  It  reiterated  the  NCSNA 
Board  of  Directors  support  of  the  nationally  accredited  hospital  schools 
and  recognition  of  the  state's  dependency  on  these  schools  for  some  time 
to  come  for  a  large  share  of  the  nurse  supply. 

The  Subcommittee  also  heard  proposals  from  allied  health  organizations 
for  state  grants  to  all  hospital  schools  of  nursing. 

Following  this  hearing,  the  Subcommittee  requested  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Nursing  Education  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  State 
Board  of  Higher  Education  for  a  "package"  recommendation  representing 
the  views  of  the  several  organizations  and  agencies  that  appeared  at 
the  June  28  hearing.  The  full  Legislative  Research  Commission  held  a 
hearing  on  August  12,  with  the  same  organizations  and  agencies  partici- 
pating, on  the  subject  of  the  shortage  of  personnel  in  the  health  field. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  Joint  Committee  on  Nursing  Education  needed  more 
time  to  complete  development  of  its  recommendations. 

NCSNA  representatives  participated  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Education  and  its  Special  Subcommittee  to  Formulate 
Recommendations.  At  a  meeting  on  September  15,  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Education  approved  a  "package"  recommendation  on  legislative  action. 
This  "package"  has  been  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Higher  Education 
and  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  various  health 
groups  involved.  It  will  be  considered  by  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors 
at  its  annual  meeting. 

The  "package"  calls  for: 

1.  Approval  of  budget  requests  for  all  existing  types  of 
state-supported  nursing  education  programs 

2.  Assistance  to  diploma  schools  of  nursing  through  funds 
appropriated  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  available 
to  diploma  schools,  at  their  option,  under  guidelines  and 
standards  set  by  the  Department  of  Community  Colleges 

3.  Approval  of  "B"  budget  requests  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  for 
Continuing  Education  Programs  in  nursing 

4.  Increased  funds  for  the  Scholarship- Loan  Fund  of  the 
North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission 
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This  "package"  represents  a  composite  of  the  thinking  of  the  several 
organizations  and  agencies  concerned  with  nursing  education.  Supporting 
this  "package"  does  not  mean  that  NCSNA  will  be  asking  for  a  legislative 
hand-out  for  diploma  schools  of  nursing.   It  does  mean  that  if  state 
funds  are  appropriated  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  assistance 
to  diploma  schools,  through  the  Department  of  Community  Colleges,  the 
schools  applying  for  this  assistance  will  have  to  meet  the  criteria  of 
eligibility  established  by  an  official  state  educational  body. 

Those  who  represented  NCSNA  at  the  summer  conferences  and  hearings 
believe  our  actions  have  reflected  the  intent  of  "Guidelines"  and  that 
the  nursing  profession  can  have  faith  in  the  State  Board  of  Education 
to  develop  the  kind  of  criteria  that  will  insure  the  soundest  use  of 
state  funds.

The  Membership  Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Carolyn  Williams 
presented  a  program,  "Nurses  Can  Go  Further  Together,"  at  the  1965  annual 
meeting  of  the  NCSNA  Advisory  Council  held  October  26,  1965.  The  Committee 
recommended  at  this  time  that  a  state-wide  Workshop  on  Membership  Promotion 
be  held  in  September,  1966.  This  recommendation  was  accepted  and  the  1966 
Membership  Committee  held  its  first  planning  meeting  March  30,  1966,  at 
headquarters  office  in  Raleigh  with  Carolyn  Greene,  new  chairman  presiding. 
At  this  time  it  was  decided  that  a  membership  workshop  would  be  held 
September  9,  1966,  at  the  Holiday  Inn,  Burlington.  This  workshop,  designed 
to  give  districts  some  new  ideas  about  how  to  sell  our  product  -  ANA  and 
NCSNA  membership  -  had  as  its  theme  Operation  Booster-Membership  Express. 
Each  district  was  invited  to  send  four  representatives.  Sixty- Five  nurses 
attended,  representing  J8  districts. 

The  Workshop  featured  two  very  special  guest  speakers:  William  R. 
Henderson  of  High  Point,  president  of  Bennett  Adverts ing  Company;  and  Mrs. 
Ruth  Harper,  New  York,  chairman  of  ANA  Committee  on  Membership  Promotion. 

Mr.  Henderson  lead  off  the  program  with  ideas  on  how  to  sell  our 
product.  His  talk  was  entitled,  "Dare  to  Be  a  Daniel." 
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Mrs.  Harper  then  discussed,  "The  Product  -  The  ANA  Program."  The 
Membership  Committee  then  explained  the  membership  train  prepared  by 
Fonda  Stephenson  of  District  Three,  Winston-Salem. 

The  afternoon  session  "Free  Riders  -  Professional  Hoboes,"  featured 
a  panel,  moderated  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Dolan.  This  panel,  representing 
various  sections  of  nursing,  discussed:  "Why  Nurses  Don't  Join  Their 
Professional  Association?" 

After  the  panel  discussion,  buzz  sessions,  "Put  Your  Shoulder  to  the 
Wheel"  were  held.  This  gave  the  members  present  a  chance  to  talk  about  the 
membership  functions  and  activities  of  their  district.  In  conclusion,  Mrs. 
Gladys  Poindexter  summarized  the  workshop  with  a  talk, "Buy  a  First  Class 
Ticket." 

The  summary  of  this  workshop  will  be  sent  to  the  districts.  At  the 
Committee's  evaluation  session  immediately  following  the  workshop,  plans 
were  also  made  to  send  ANA  membership  promotional  materials  to  the  dis- 
tricts to  be  used  for  their  membership  drive.  The  Committee  voted  to 
designate  the  month  of  November  for  a  concentrated  membership  drive 
throughout  the  state.

The  Committee  on  Nurses'   Professional  Registries  held  one  meeting  durin< 
the  year— March  4,  1966,  in  Headquarter' s  Office.     The  Committee  made  the 
following  recommendations  to  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors  which  were  approve< 
by  the  Board  at  its  Midyear  Meeting  on  March  16,  1966: 

1.  That  ifa  a  iiawe  t&  inactive,  in  nuK&ing  &ok  ({-eve  yeaKi  ok  moKz 
Ahe.  muAt  take  a  Kz^Kz&heA  couk&z  ok  uiokJi  ai  a  genzKal  duty  nuruz 
undzK  &upzKvt&ion  \ok  a  Apzci^ied  time,  to  be  determined  coopzKa- 
tivzly  by  the  local  Rzgi&tKy  Committee  and  ViKzetoK  ofa  NuK&ing 
Setut.ce. 

2.  That  thz  minimum  ialaKy  itandaKd  (,ok  a  Rzgt&tKaK  o£  a  NuAiU' 
?Ko&z6&ional  Rzgl&tKy  be  $300.00  peA  month. 

3.  That  the  4ZKvicz&  o£  a  Nuk&za'  Pko fiziAional  Rzg-UtKy  be. 
extended  only  to  licenced  pzKiom—KzgiAteAzd  nauzi  and 
licenced  practical  nuK&z&--in  oKdeA  ^ok  the.  Keg-i&tAy  to 
maintain  it&  pKo^ziAional  and  ofifricial  4tatu&  with  the 
appKoval  o&  the.  NCSNA  BoaKd  o&  ViKzctoKi. 

The  Committee  suggested  revisions  in  the  form  used  to  evaluate 
registries  and  recommended that  NCSNA  evaluate  the  Eleven  Nurses'  Profes- 
sional Registries  during  1966.  The  Evaluation  Forms  have  been  completed 
by  the  registries  and  were  presented  to  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors  on 
October  18  for  re-approval  of  each  registry. 

The  Committee  strongly  recommends  that  each  registry  establish 
employment  standards  and  a  job  description  for  the  registrar. 

A  copy  of  the  NCSNA  Standards  for  Nurses'  Professional  Registries 
and  a  copy  of  A  Guide  for  the  Preparation  of  a  Refresher  Course  for 
Registered  Nurses  were  sent  to  each  district  nurses'  association  sponsori ng 
a  nurses'  professional  registry. 

NCSNA  purchased  and  mailed  to  each  registry  a  copy  of  the  1966  edition 
of  the  ANA  Registry  Manual  to  be  kept  in  the  registry  headquarters  at  all 
times.  This  Manual  is  a  guide  to  aid  the  registry  in  its  growth  and 
development  and  to  serve  the  nurse  and  the  public  more  efficiently. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  PROFESSIONAL  COUNSELING  AND  PLACEMENT  SERVICE

The  Committee  on  PC&PS  did  not  meet  during  the  year,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  each  member  has  been  active  in  interpreting  PC&PS.  A  meeting  of  the 
Committee  was  scheduled  for  September  1,  1966,  but  it  was  necessary  to  can- 
cel the  meeting  due  to  lack  of  quorum. 

The  NCSNA  counselor  has  met  with  several  district  PC&PS  committees  and 
has  conferred  with  several  additional  chairmen  of  district  committees 
regarding  their  functions  and  activities. 

As  of  January  1,  1966,  all  new  PC&PS  applications  are  compiled  by 
ANA  PC&PS  with  the  exception  of  new  graduates  and  applicants  for  nurses' 
professional  registries.  This  is  the  main  change  in  NCSNA  PC&PS  resulting 
from  the  reorganization  of  ANA  PC&PS  which  is  now  a  record  center- 
compiling  records,  sending  biographies  to  prospective  employers,  and  storing 
inactive  records. 

The  chairman  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  NCSNA  members  to  the 
counselors  statistical  report  in  the  Book  of  Reports. 


COMMITTEE  ON  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  PRACTICE 
Mrs.  Edith  P.  Brocker,  Charlotte,  Chairman 

The  Committee  held  its  regular  meeting  on  July  14.  At  its  previous 
meeting,  the  Committee  had  reviewed  the  positions  taken  by  the  American 
Heart  Association,  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  and  the  American  Nurses' 
Association  on  the  responsibilities  of  the  nurse  in  administering  external 
cardio-pulmonary  resuscitation.  Requests  for  guidance  in  assuming  such 
responsibilities  and  for  clear  statements  of  the  legal  implications  plus 
reports  of  the  expectations  of  our  professional  and  lay  publics  in  dire 
emergency  situations  caused  the  Committee  to  believe  that  two  steps  should 
be  taken:  1)  to  arrange  a  meeting  with  a  representative  group  from  the 
Medical  Society  of  North  Carolina  with  the  hope  of  writing  a  joint  policy 
statement  on  nursing  responsibilities  in  administering  external  cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation,  and  2)  the  establishment  of  a  liaison  committee 
of  the  two  groups  to  consider  other  matters  in  the  independent  area  of 
nursing  practice. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  effect  these  ideas.  Telephone  calls,  letters, 
planned  and  "acci dental ly-on-purpose"  meetings,  resulted  only  in  vague 
promises  of  a  meeting  "sometime  soon"  and  the  donation  of  copies  of 
informational  materials  which  we  already  had. 

At  its  midyear  meeting,  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors  was  apprised  of 
the  feeble  response,  but  they  directed  us  to  keep  working  on  our  project 
and,  if  necessary,  to  prepare  a  position  statement  which  would  be  considered 
by  the  Board.  In  May,  1966,  a  letter  from  Dr.  Fred  Hubbard,  Chairman  of 
the  Physicians'  Committee  on  Nursing  of  the  Medical  Society  gave  us 
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substantial  hope  of  a  joint  meeting  on  nursing  education  and  practice. 

In  preparation  for  the  writing  of  a  position  statement,  our 
Executive  Director  had  surveyed  the  nineteen  state  nurses'  organizations 
that  have  been  successful  in  securing  joint  statements  on  responsibilities 
of  nursing  in  special  procedures.  All  states  responded  and  eighteen 
sent  descriptive  materials.  These  were  summarized  and  sifted  for  guiding 
principles.  Two  relevant  leaflets  from  ANA  were  studied  and  the  article, 
"Legal  Aspects  of  Hospital  Nursing"  by  Attorney  William  C.  Lassiter,  were 
reviewed.  Using  these  resources,  the  Committee  wrote  a  succinct  statement 
which  they  felt  embodied  the  principles  and  was  in  line  with  the  work  of 
other  states. 

On  July  28,  Dr.  Hubbard  and  five  of  his  Committeemen  met  with  the 
NCSNA  Committee  on  Professional  Nursing  Practice.  The  joint  meeting  was 
an  historic  one.  It  was  the  first  time  the  Physicians'  Committee  on 
Nursing  had  met  in  the  Headquarter's  Office  and  after  a  brisk,  educative 
dialogue,  agreement  was  reached  upon  a  statement  not  too  unlike  the  one 
prepared  by  the  nurses. 

At  this  time,  the  joint  statement  rests  in  the  portfolio  of  the 
Council  of  the  Medical  Society  of  North  Carolina.  Our  copy  of  the  statement 
will  be  presented  to  our  NCSNA  Board  of Directors  at  its  preconventional 
meeting.  We  hope  they  will  ratify  it  and  communicate  such  favorable  action 
to  the  Physician's  Committee. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Committee  on  Professional  Nursing  Practice  to 
have  a  clear  statement  on  the  administration  of  external  cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation.  It  is  our  fervent  hope  that  it  will  be  a  joint  statement 
and  that  we  can  establish  a  procedure  happily  involving  other  professional 
organizations  so  that  similar  statements  can  be  written,  agreed  upon  and 
used  when  situations  demand. 

The  Committee  members  have  been  faithful,  industrious  and  dedicated 
to  the  purposes  and  functions  of  this  Committee.  Our  demands  on  the 
staff  have  been  heavy;  they  too,  have  been  dedicated,  industrious,  and 
faithful.

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  ALLIED  NURSING  PERSONNEL 
Miriam  Daughtry  and  Louise  Egan,  Raleigh,  Co-Chairmen 

The  Committee  on  Allied  Nursing  Personnel  under  the  co-chairmanship 
of  Miriam  Daughtry  and  Louise  Egan  has  met  three  times,  April  29,  1966, 
June  30,  1966,  and  September  14,  1966,  at  the  Headquarters  Office  in 
Raleigh.  Other  members  of  this  Committee  are:  Mary  Vida  Cheek,  Durham; 
Ruth  Clare  Schweers,  Charlotte;  Mrs.  Mary  K.  Patten,  Wilmington;  Hildred 
Harrison,  New  Bern;  and  Helen  Majette,  Chapel  Hill. 

At  the  first  meeting  April  29,  1966,  the  Committee  was  oriented  to  the 
organization  and  functions  of  the  Committee. 

A.  The  purpose  of  the  Committee  is  as  follows: 

1.  The  Committee  will  review  and  disseminate  information  to 
District  and  State  Nurses'  Association  membership  relative 
to  State  and  Federal  legislation  as  it  affects  the  training 
of  health  workers. 

2.  To  establish  effective  working  relationships  with  State 
Departments  of  Vocational  Education. 

3.  To  establish  contacts  with  persons  in  State  Departments  of 
Labor  who  have  responsibilities  in  the  implementation  of  the 
legislation  concerned  with  the  training  of  health  workers.

4.  To  encourage  the  establishment  of  Committees  on  Allied 
Nursing  Personnel  and  other  appropriate  arrangements  in  all 
District  Nurses'  Associations  where  nurses  will  need  to 
work  with  local  groups  involved  in  the  implementation  of 
education  of  health  workers. 

5.  To  assist  District  Nurses'  Associations  in  carrying  out 
their  responsibilities  for  allied  nursing  personnel. 

The  need  for  the  registered  nurse  to  provide  the  guidance  and  leader- 
ship for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  education  programs  for 
allied  nursing  personnel  and  other  health  workers  was  emphasized. 

B.  So  that  we  may  better  fulfill  our  responsibilities  for  giving 
professional  nursing  consultation  to  agencies  responsible  for 
the  training  of  health  occupations  so  that  appropriate  safeguards 
and  standards  may  be  established,  the  Committee  on  Allied  Nursing 
Personnel  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association  was 
formed . 

Since  this  committee  will  serve  as  resource  persons  to  the  membership 
of  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association,  time  was  spent  on  pro- 
viding the  group  with  information  related  to  Federal  and  State  Legislation 
concerned  with  the  education  of  paramedical  personnel  and  with  the 
educational  institutions  that  may  offer  the  programs  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Committee  met  for  the  second  time  on  June  30,  1966,  to  plan  a 
course  of  action  for  the  coming  year. 

At  the  June  meeting  the  Committee  decided  to  prepare  guidelines  to 
be  used  by  the  NCSNA  Districts  in  conducting  surveys  of  the  health  agencies 
within  their  areas  to  determine  the  need  for  allied  nursing  personnel. 
The  guidelines  are  to  include  a  sample  of  a  questionnaire,  how  to  compile 
data  collected  and  a  list  of  suggested  reference  readings  that  would  be 
helpful  to  those  persons  conducting  the  community  survey.   It  is 
anticipated  that  copies  of  the  results  of  local  surveys  will  be  collected 
in  the  Headquarters  Office  and  thereby  present  a  state-wide  indication  of 
the  need  for  allied  nursing  personnel.  We  believe  that  the  collection 
of  the  data  will  lead  to  further  support  for  educational  programs  for  these 
workers  as  well  as  stimulate  community  interest  in  the  worker  in  the  field 
of  health  services. 

The  Committee  met  again  on  September  14,  1966,  to  work  on  the  guide- 
lines.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Guidelines  for  Conducting  a  Community 
Survey  will  be  distributed  to  the  Districts  by  January,  1967.

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  NURSING  CARE  OF  THE  CHRONICALLY  ILL  AND  AGED 
Virginia  Stone,  Durham,  Chairman 

This  Committee,  which  has  held  two  meetings,  has  concerned  itself 
with  analyzing  ways  of  upgrading  nursing  care  in  nursing  homes.  Two  major 
concerns  were  evidenced,  based  on  reports  from  Committee  members:  the 
need  for  more  professional  nurses  in  nursing  homes  in  order  that  the 
institutions  would  qualify  for  certification  for  "Medicare"  and  the  need 
for  special  preparation  in  the  area  of  gerontological  nursing  by  all 
persons  giving  nursing  care.  It  is  believed  that  some  inactive  nurses  could 
be  attracted  to  nursing  homes.  Therefore  one  Committee  member  has  attempted 
to  arouse  interest  in  this  area.  A  letter  was  sent  to  each  district 
requesting  the  development  of  a  roster  of  inactive  nurses  with  names  being 
forwarded  to  NCSNA  Headquarters  Office.  There  has  been  a  very  limited 
response  to  this  request  and  also  to  refresher  courses. 

Realizing  the  need  for  knowledge  in  order  to  feel  more  secure  in 
nursing  older  people,  a  survey  of  special  courses  and  curricula  content 
at  all  levels  was  conducted  by  the  Committee. 

Though  there  is  some  increase  of  activity  in  gerontological  nursing, 
the  need  for  master  teachers  to  teach  others  who  have  major  responsibility 
for  caring  for  older  people  lead  to  the  following  recommendation  to  be 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Directors:  That  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses' 
Association  in  conjunction  with  the  Duke  School  of  Nursing  and/or  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  School  of  Nursing  develop  a  plan  to  prepare 
master  teachers  in  gerontological  nursing.  Funding,  selection  of  partici- 
pants, and  curriculum  planning  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  NCSNA 
and  the  selected  school (s)  of  nursing. 

Committee  members  are  working  closely  with  allied  groups  so  that  we 
might  coordinate  activities  throughout  the  state. 


SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  NURSING  IN  NATIONAL  DEFENSE 
Virginia  Nelson,  Chapel  Hill,  Chairman 

Committee  members  were  Hildred  Harrison,  Mrs.  Naomi  Wynn,  and  Virginia 
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Nelson.  Meetings  were  held  on  March  22  and  April  28.  Discussion  centered 
on  new  pamphlets  on  disaster,  personal  experiences  of  district  members  in 
disasters  which  had  been  submitted  at  the  request  of  last  year's  com- 
mittee and  beginning  plans  of  ways  to  assist  the  Armed  Forces  in  nurse 
recruitment.

The  Executive  Committee  met  three  times  during  the  year. 

At  the  Post-Convention  Board  of  Directors  Meeting  of  the  NCSNA,  the 
Section's  concern  for  initiating  action  to  explore  the  topic,  "New 
Health  Legislation  -  Its  Implication  for  Nursing,"  was  expressed.  Other 
NCSNA  Sections  indicated  an  interest  in  becoming  more  knowledgeable  about 
the  same  general  theme.

Five  members  were  present  at  Joint  Executive  Committees  meeting, 
December  1,  at  NCSNA  Headquarters,  Raleigh,  to  complete  Section's  list  of 
Committee  appointments  to  set  up  a  budget  for  1967,  and  to  make  plans  for 
a  spring  workshop.  The  Executive  Committee  voted  to  recommend  an  increase 
for  individual  delegates  to  1966  ANA  Convention  to  $150  instead  of  $100 
previously  budgeted  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  subject, 
"Surgical,  Medical,  and  Psychological  Aspects  of  Geriatric  Nursing,"  was 
tentatively  announced  as  the  theme  for  the  Workshop,  but  later  withdrawn 
at  the  Combined  Committees  Luncheon  Meeting  in  order  to  join  the  other 
sections  in  Joint  Conference  on  Medicare.  Our  original  theme  was  reserved 
for  a  program  at  a  later  date.  Proposed  ANA  Structure  and  Function  Changes 
were  discussed  and  intensive  study  in  the  District  was  encouraged. 

The  proposal  to  hold  State  Conventions  and  Workshops  in  alternate 
years  was  discussed  and  a  negative  attitude  prevailed.  Reasons  stated: 
1)  Workshops  and  convention  are  important  selling  points  in  our  efforts 
to  maintain  and  increase  membership.  2)  Holding  Convention  biennially 
may  result  in  loss  of  interest  for  many  current  members.  3)  Annual  Con- 
ventions realize  better  attendance  and  exchange  of  ideas  and  professional 
information  than  workshops.  4)  We  are  reluctant  to  risk  a  foreseeable 
lag  in  interest  and  loss  of  fellowship  and  rapport  between  representative 
groups  of  nurses  in  our  professional  organization.  5)  Annual  Conventions 
are  an  invigorating  and  necessary  experience  which  helps  our  organization 
to  thrive  and  grow. 

Your  Chairman  and  Secretary  were  privileged  to  attend  an  Officers' 
Workshop  in  Statesville  in  February  to  become  better  informed  on  the 
activities  of  ANA,  NCSNA,  and  the  responsibilities  of  officers  on  district 
and  state  levels.  We  were  also  able  to  join  the  many  nurses  at  the  NCSNA 
Workshop  on  Membership  Promotion,  September  9,  in  Burlington.  Four  of  our 
members  were  participants  in  the  membership  program,  and  the  enthusiasm  of 
speakers  and  audience  will  hopefully  be  contagious  and  stimulate  a  marked 
increase  in  membership  in  all  areas.  Certainly  this  should  be  one  of  our 
greatest  concerns  second  only  to  professional  competency  and  quality  of 
practice. 

Your  Chairman  was  a  grateful  recipient  of  one  of  the  twenty-one 
invitations  sent  to  representatives  of  NCSNA  and  Nursing  Schools  to  attend 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  on  the  Implementation  of  Medicare.  This 
two-day  conference,  co-sponsored  by  the  Medical  Society  of  North  Carolina 
and  the  Joint  Committee  for  Health  Care  of  the  Chronically  111  and  Aging 
involved  all  state-wide  organizations  and  agencies  that  will  be  concerned 
with  Medicare  in  our  state.  Much  enlightening  and  thought-provoking 
information  was  imparted  by  speakers  in  general  sessions  and  by  participants 
in  the  workshop  groups. 

The  Section  Chairman  attended  both  pre  and  post-convention  meetings 
of  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors  in  October,  the  Mid-year  Board  Meeting, 
and  Coordinating  Council  of  NCSNA  and  NCLN  in  March  in  Durham.  Some  of 
the  important  Board  actions  supported  by  the  Section  were:  reaffirmed 
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support  of  legislation  providing  Federal  funds  for  scholarships  for  basic 
nursing  students,  support  of  ANA  position  that  use  of  public  funds  be 
limited  to  NLN  Accredited  Nursing  Schools,  approval  of  recommendation  of 
Committee  on  Nurses'  Professional  Registries  that  a  nurse  inactive  for 
five  years  or  more  must  take  refresher  course  or  work  as  a  staff  nurse 
under  supervision  for  a  time  specified  jointly  by  local  registry  committees 
and  directors  of  nursing  service,  approval  of  revised  standards  for  nurses' 
registries  and  limitation  of  services  of  professional  registries  to 
licensed  persons  only— Registered  Nurses  and  Licensed  Practical  Nurses. 
Many  other  important  items  of  business  were  covered  by  the  North  Carolina 
State  Nurses'  Association  and  the  North  Carolina  League  for  Nursing  at 
these  spring  meetings.  I  hope  you  have  read  your  League  News  and  Tar 
Heel  Nurse. 

General  Duty  was  well  represented  at  NCSNA  Joint  Sections  Conference 
on  Medicare  and  Geriatric  Nursing,  April  19-20  in  Durham.  In  the  Medicare 
portion  of  the  conference  many  questions  were  answered  for  nurses  in  every 
phase  of  professional  practice.  The  speakers  were  excellent  and  audience 
response  was  very  good.  Reports  were  given  in  the  clinical  sessions  by 
sections'  representatives  who  had  attended  ANA  Regional  Clinical  Conferences 
in  Miami,  Florida  and  Washington,  D.  C.  in  the  fall.  Shirley  Shupe, 
Winston-Salem;  Mary  Orren,  Charlotte;  and  your  Chairman  gave  reports  for 
General  Duty  nurses.  The  concerted  efforts  of  the  Sections  in  this  con- 
ference were  very   gratifying. 

On  May  3  your  Chairman;  Secretary;  and  Eunice  Seaborn,  member  and 
former  chairman,  attended  the  NCSNA  Workshop  on  Proposed  Revisions  of 
ANA  Bylaws  in  Durham.  ANA  delegates,  Board  Members,  Section  Executive 
Committees'  members,  and  District  Presidents  attending  were  ably  informed 
by  Mrs.  Betty  Eller  and  her  Committee  on  Bylaws  and  Study  of  ANA  Function. 
This  pre-convention  preparation,  arranged  and  directed  by  Mrs.  Noell  and 
her  staff  was  indeed  helpful  to  delegates  and  others  responsible  for 
relaying  information  to  the  NCSNA  members. 

The  Program  Committee,  Chaired  by  Mrs.  Maude  Guthrie,  met  on  May  21 
in  Asheville  to  make  plans  for  the  Convention  Program.  The  subject 
matter  accepted  by  the  NCSNA  Convention  Program  Committee  on  May  25  was 
"Current  Treatment  of  Burns"  which  will  be  presented  at  our  program  session, 
Thursday,  October  20,  by  three  knowledgeable  speakers. 

Minimum  Employment  Standards  were  revised  and  adopted  October,  1965. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Rules  Committee;  action  was  deferred 
until  ANA  and  NCSNA  Convention  business  completed. 

Mrs.  Pauline  DeLozier  and  the  other  members  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  have  met  at  Headquarters  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses' 
Association,  Raleigh,  and  prepared  a  slate  of  officers  to  be  presented 
at  the  section's  annual  business  meeting. 

ANA  Convention  in  San  Francisco  was  a  stimulating  and  gratifying 
experience  for  your  Chairman  and  all  other  NCSNA  delegates.  This  was 
truly  a  history-making  convention  and  any  delegate  could  feel  justifiably 
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proud  to  be  participating  as  a  representative  of  his  or  her  state  and 
district  organizations.  You,  too,  can  feel  proud  that  your  state's 
delegation  was  so  orderly  and  well-informed  thanks  to  the  efforts  of 
Mrs.  Marie  B.  Noell,  Mrs.  Betty  Eller,  and  others  who  helped  to  pre- 
pare us  to  seek  "Directions  for  Tomorrow"  for  nursing. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Professional  Practice  Committee,  I  met  with 
Mrs.  Brocker's  State  Committee  in  Raleigh,  July  14  and  July  28.  The 
latter  resulted  in  the  long  awaited  formulation  of  a  Joint  Statement 
of  the  Physician's  Committee  on  Nursing  of  Medical  Society  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  Professional  Practice  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
State  Nurses'  Association.  Discussed  were  nurses'  application  of 
external  cardio-pulmonary  resuscitation  and  other  treatments.  The 
physicians  attending  this  Joint  Meeting  of  the  Committees  seemed 
equally  concerned  with  the  need  for  such  a  statement  regarding  policies 
and  responsibilities.  The  Section  Committee  will  meet  in  Winston- 
Salem  to  discuss  the  use  of  the  Guide  of  the  Professional  Practice 
Committee  and  activities  or  problems. 

On  behalf  of  the  Section,  I  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
Dr.  Key  Barkley,  Mr.  James  Hudson  of  the  American  Nurses'  Association 
staff,  and  Mr.  Eugene  Smith  for  their  efforts  in  making  our  program 
and  Advisory  Forum  so  successful  at  last  year's  convention. 

As  your  retiring  Chairman,  I  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  opportunity  to  serve  with  and  for  you.  The  experience  has  been 
enlightening  and  rewarding  to  me,  both  personally  and  professionally. 
I  am  truly  grateful  for  your  assistance  and  support.  Again  I  offer 
my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  Headquarters  Staff  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association.

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Progress  Report  of  District  Association  Activities: 

Individual  nurses  and  as  representatives  of  their  various 
organizations  have  stressed  membership  in  and  support  of  their 
professional  organizations.  Appeals  to  hospital  administrators 
and  heads  of  personnel  departments  have  borne  results.  Senior 
students  and  new  graduates,  also,  other  nonmembers  are  contacted 
and  urged  to  become  members. 

To  aid  in  professional  growth  and  to  further  the  understanding 
of  members  of  the  District,  all  members  were  asked  to  study  the 
ANA  Position  Paper  on  Educational  Preparation  of  Nursing  for 
Practitioners  of  Nursing.  The  Paper  was  discussed  at  the  May 
meeting. 

Guidelines  for  Nursing  Education  in  North  Carolina  was  dis- 
cussed at  a  meeting  in  June,  1965,  and  a  panel  discussion  followed 
the  presentation.  The  100  nurses  in  attendance  were  given  copies 
of  the  publication. 

ANA  Statement  of  Standards  for  Organized  Nursing  Service  has 
also  been  studied  in  informal  group  sessions  as  well  as  the  Guide 
for  Professional  Nursing  Practice.  The  Professional  Practice 
Committee  has  been  active  in  this  District. 

Five  hospitals  have  retirement  plans  for  nurses  in  addition 
to  Social  Security  coverage.  One  hospital  has  not  adopted  the  40- 
hour,  five-day  week. 

A  chart  shows  limited  information  on  the  personnel  policies 
of  fifteen  hospitals  in  this  District.  Primarily  beginning 
salaries  (for  three  types  of  positions)  were  listed  for  nurses. 

Eleven  hospitals  in  this  District  have  disaster  plans; 
interest  is  expressed  in  Civil  Defense  education;  representatives 
from  nursing  sections  attend  Council  meetings  and  three  are 
officers  of  the  Council  on  Civil  Defense. 

Through  increased  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Public  Relations 
Committee  (Mrs.  Marge  Burge  handling  publicity)  the  District 
has  seen  an  improvement  in  radio,  television,  and  newspaper 
coverage  of  activities.  Also,  participation  in  community  programs 
and  projects,  by  members,  has  increased. 

Members  of  the  District  have  been  active  in  recruitment  of 
nurse  students  through  individual  and  group  contacts,  at  Open 
House  Sessions,  Health  Career  programs,  offering  assistance  to 
vocational  counselors  and  in  other  ways. 

A  committee  was  appointed  and  is  now  investigating  the 
feasibility  of  and  the  availability  of  facilities  and  funds  for 
the  establishment  of  a  District  Headquarters  Office  and  the  employ- 
ment of  much  needed  secretarial  help  to  assist  with  records, 
preparation  of  bulletin  and  necessary  correspondence. 

The  resolutions  of  the  recently  appointed  Bulletin  Committee 
were  adopted  by  the  membership  and  a  regularly  published  District 
Bulletin  is  about  to  be  initiated  as  an  added  service  to  the 
membership. 

The  sum  of  $150  was  budgeted  for  Student  Nurse  Scholarship 
funds  to  be  awarded  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  PC§PS  Committee,  chaired  by  Mrs.  Jean  Philp,  has  been 
successful  in  contacting  several  inactive  nurses  through  newspaper 
appeal,  personal  contacts  and  referrals  from  active  nurses  in 
the  District.  Refresher  courses  for  inactive  nurses  are  now  being 
conducted  at  Memorial  Mission  Hospital,  Asheville.  Much  interest 
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has  been  demonstrated  and  results  of  the  initial  courses 
gratifying. 

In  keeping  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Registry  Committee 
the  Private  Duty  Section  has  elected  to  provide  a  series  of 
refresher  or  educational  programs  or  lectures  through  the  facilities 
of  the  Buncombe  County  Technical  Institute.  Mrs.  Ruth  Geddings, 
Practical  Nurse  Education,  is  assisting  in  the  planning  and 
execution  of  the  Private  Duty  Refresher  Program.  The  PC§PS  Com- 
mittee has  offered  assistance  in  the  restatement  and  clarification 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Registry  in  order  to  assist 
the  Private  Duty  nurses  in  becoming  more  militant  in  control  of 
their  practitioners. 

The  Board  of  Directors  voted  to  go  on  record  in  supporting 
and  assisting  the  Private  Duty  Nurses  in  their  educational  endeavor 
and  in  clarifying  the  control  of  members  through  the  organ  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Registry,  but  it  believes  that  the 
salary  of  the  Private  Duty  nurse  be  divorced  from  these  issues. 

The  Private  Duty  rate  will  be  increased  November  1  from 
$18  to  $20  per  8-hour  day. 

The  District  is  again  attempting  to  combine  the  registries 
of  the  Registered  Nurses  and  the  Licensed  Practical  Nurses. 

Approximately  30  members  of  District  attended  NCSNA  Convention 
in  Durham  in  1965;  three  members  attended  ANA  Convention  in  San 
Francisco.  Several  members  have  attended  ANA  Conferences,  Medical 
Society  Conferences,  Medical  Society  Conferences  on  Medicare  and 
other  health  programs  as  well  as  Nursing  Programs  throughout  the 
state. 

The  Cheer  Committee  has  sent  notes  to  members  who  were  ill 
or  bereaved.  Christmas  Greetings  and  gifts  were  provided  for 
members  who  were  ill  or  otherwise  incapacitated.  Improved  Public 
Relations  have  resulted  from  a  more  concerted  effort  in  this 
endeavor. 

The  Bylaws  of  the  District  were  revised  in  order  to  promote 
smoother  operation  of  the  organization. 

A  study  reveals  that  there  are  at  least  fourteen  inactive 
nurses  residing  in  this  District. 


The  District  has  lost  four  nurses  through  death  the  past  year, 
two  of  whom  were  past  presidents  of  the  District. 

There  is  one  honorary  member  -  Mrs.  Maude  Morgan.

Jean  M.  Philp,  Chairman  of  the  Professional  Counseling  and 
Placement  Service  reports  a  membership  of  five  members.  Three 
regular  meetings  were  held  and  one  special  meeting—the  latter 
with  Helen  Peeler  as  speaker. 
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Accomplishments  are  as  follows: 

Literature  and  applications  regarding  PC§PS  were  distributed 
to  19  registered  nurses.  Local  agencies  were  encouraged  to  utilize 
this  media  for  obtaining  nurses;  and  private  duty  and  other  nurses 
were  encouraged  to  use  these  services.  Position  vacancies  are 
referred  to  Helen  Peeler  of  State  PC&PS. 

This  group  supported  the  Refresher  Course  on  Continuing 
Education,  offered  at  Memorial  Mission  Hospital. 

EACT  -  NSA  Sections  of  District  One  -  Mrs.  Jean  Philp,  Chairman: 

EACT  and  NSA  combined  sections  of  District  One  has  no  progress 
report  for  the  year. 

General  Duty  -  Head  Nurse  Sections  of  District  One  -  Mrs.  Rubye  Mallory 
Chairman: 

The  total  membership  is  seventy- five. 

This  Section  is  being  reactivated.  An  organizational  dinner 
meeting  was  held  in  April,  1966,  at  which  time  officers  were 
elected  and  plans  were  made  for  subsequent  meetings  and  programs 
for  the  year.  Stimulating  and  informative  programs  and  social 
activities  are  being  planned. 

Three  general  duty  members  attended  the  ANA  Convention; 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Sparks  attended  the  ANA  Conference  on  Quality  Nursing 
Care;  general  duty  nurses  have  attended  classes,  workshops  and 
other  meetings  held  in  the  state  on  a  variety  of  subjects. 

The  prime  project  of  the  Section  is  to  stimulate  interest  and 
better  attendance  for  meetings  on  the  district  and  the  state  levels. 

We  must  increase  our  membership  to  retain  our  identity  and 
representation  in  our  state  and  national  organization. 

Private  Duty  Section  of  District  One  -  Mrs.  Marie  Ebbesen,  Chairman: 

The  Private  Duty  Section  of  District  One  has  a  total  of  fifty- 
six  members  and  had  eleven  regular  meetings  with  average 
attendance  usually  bigger  than  that  of  other  sections. 

Directors  of  Memorial  Mission  and  St.  Josephs  Hospitals  were 
our  guests  in  March  and  April  and  discussed  hospital  policies  and 
goals. 

Mrs.  Evelyn  Sparks,  District  One  President,  and  Mrs.  Ruth 
Geddings,  Supervisor  of  Practical  Nurses  of  The  Asheville  Buncombe 
Technical  Institute  met  with  members  at  September  meeting  to  help 
plan  an  educational  program  of  current  nursing  procedures  and 
techniques.  Classes  will  start  in  October,  with  twelve,  two 
hour,  once  a  week  sessions. 

Registry  dues  were  increased. 

The  Registrar  was  given  a  monthly  raise  of  $50  in  June. 

Private  Duty  rates  will  be  increased  November  1  from  $18  to  $20. 

One  member  attended  Panel  Discussion  on  Medicare  and  The 
Cardiac  Patient  in  Raleigh. 

Private  Duty  Chairman  was  sent  as  delegate  to  NCSNA  Convention 
in  October,  1965. 

Christmas  Party  in  December  and  Picnic  in  July  with  good 
attendance.  Mrs.  Sparks,  District  President,  was  guest  at  both 
of  these  meetings. 
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Public  Health  Section  of  District  One  -  Mrs.  Laura  L.  Boone,  Chairman: 

The  Public  Health  Section  is  composed  of  twenty-four  members 
who  meet  usually  at  the  Buncombe  County  Health  Department.  These 
meetings  were  concerned  with  current  health  problems;  much  time 
and  discussion  being  devoted  to  "Medicare"  and  our  responsibility 
in  answering  the  challanges  of  the  new  program. 

A  two-week  survey  was  done  in  February  to  determine  how  well 
the  time  of  the  personnel  was  utilized.  In  considering  specific 
duties,  our  study  revealed  that  a  great  deal  of  our  on-duty  hours 
are  spent  in  the  schools.  We  have  concluded  that  our  time  is  well 
utilized  and  no  drastic  schedule  changes  are  needed. 

A  two-month  In-service  Program,  conducted  by  Mr.  Roberts  and 
Mr.  Brandberg,  physio-therapist,  has  aided  in  eur  preparation  for 
care  of  the  aged  Medicare  patients. 

Home  Visits  in  the  Medicare  Program  were  started  in  July 
and  we  have  found  that  the  refresher  course  has  been  very  bene- 
ficial. Thus  far  we  have  not  seen  our  work-load  increased  greatly. 
We  are  not  using  any  auxiliary  personnel  at  present,  though  our 
future  needs  cannot  be  accurately  determined  as  yet. 

On  September  25,  Health  Department  Nurses  assisted  other 
Medical  and  Nursing  Personnel  in  a  mass  Measle  Immunization  Pro- 
gram in  ten  schools  located  throughout  Buncombe  County. 

We  were  represented  by  Dorothy  McCracken  at  the  ANA  Conference 
on  Quality  Nursing  Care  in  Washington,  D.  C.  in  November,  1965. 
Members  of  our  staff  have  attended  meetings  for  nurses  in  the 
State  Nurses'  Association  and  Public  Health  throughout  the  year.

Progress  Report  of  District  Association  Activities: 

A  membership  drive  was  promoted  which  included  a  demonstration 
of  the  ANA  Train  and  visits  were  made  to  special  agencies.  By 
means  of  a  benefit  bridge,  $81  was  realized. 

The  members  studied  the  ANA  Position  Paper;  and  Mrs.  Ruth

Progress  Report  of  District  Association  Activities: 

In  November  an  evening  Workshop  was  held  for  nurses  new  to  the 
District  to  acquaint  them  with  the  advantages  of  membership. 

Courtesy  membership  cards  and  congratulatory  letters  were  sent 
to  all  graduating  seniors.   Senior  students  were  invited  to  attend  all 
District  meetings  held  during  the  spring  semester,  also  copies  of  the 
newsletter  were  sent  them.  Few  students  attended. 

One  member,  Shirley  Callahan,  attended  a  Conference  on  Medicare 
sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Society. 

The  District  members  as  a  group  did  not  study  the  ANA  Position 
Paper  on  Educational  Preparation  for  Practitioners  of  Nursing;  Guide- 
lines for  Nursing  Education  in  North  Carolina;  the  ANA  Statement  of 
Standards  for  Organized  Nursing  Service;  or  the  Guide  for  Professional 
Nursing  Practice. 

TheRevision°f  tne  Bylaws,  undertaken  in  1964-1965,  was  completed 
and  adopted  in  October,  1965. 

The  Registry  Committee  reports  as  follows: 

Mrs.  Anna  Painter  was  appointed  Registrar  following  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Jacokes  in  June. 

Mrs.  Anne  Pressler  was  appointed  assistant  registrar  to  fill  the 
vacancy  left  by  Mrs.  Jane  Copley's  resignation. 

The  Registry  currently  has  60  registered  nurses  and  162  licensed 
practical  nurses  on  the  roster.   It  is  able  to  fill  one-third  of  the 
calls  for  the  registered  nurse  and  one-half  calls  for  the  licensed 
practical  nurse.  Problems  of 

A  Nursing  Symposium  on  the  Care  of  the  Patient  with/Bowel  and 
Bladder  Control  was  held  under  the  joint  sponsorship  of  the  North 
Carolina  Division  of  the  American  Cancer  Society  and  this  District. 
It  was  attended  by  350  nurses.  Membership  in  the  Association  was 
not  a  prerequisite  for  registration.  This  meeting  afforded  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  membership  promotion  and  for  recruitment. 

A  report  was  not  included  in  areas  of  Economic  Security  and  of 
Disaster  Nursing;  however,  three  hospitals  submitted  partial  personnel 
policies  including  salary  scales. 

The  District  has  lost  one  member  through  death  the  past  year.

Progress  Report  of  District  Association  Activities: 

Membership  is  promoted  through  hospital  staff  organizations  and 
through  other  planned  programs. 

The  Guide  -  Professional  Nursing  Practice  was  distributed  widely 
to  Boards  and  to  nurses  and  others  in  hospitals. 

The  ANA  Position  Paper  on  Educational  Preparation  for  Practitioners 
of  Nursing  was  studied  then  discussed  at  a  District  meeting. 

Hospital  personnel  policies  for  nurses  were  not  available;  however, 
a  Compensation  Schedule  for  all  workers  was  received  under  Cumberland 
County  Hospital  Authority.  This  includes  Cape  Fear  Valley  and  Highsmith- 
Rainey  Memorial  Hospitals. 

Many  members  have  been  active  in  civic  groups.  Mrs.  Ruth  F.  Peters. 
President  of  NCSNA,  has  made  many  speeches  to  civic  groups  and  nurse 
students. 

There  has  been  excellent  newspaper  coverage  of  monthly  meetings.

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Progress  Report  of  District  Association  Activities: 

Members  have  been  active  in  promoting  membership;  current  pertinent 
materials,  especially  designated  for  study  and  discussion,  relating  to 
nursing  education,  nursing  service,  and  professional  nursing  practice 
have  been  the  focus  of  discussion.

One  hospital  has  submitted  its  personnel  policies  which  it  is 
stated  are  in  the  process  of  revision. 

Disaster  Nursing: 

Registered  nurses  and  student  nurses  have  assisted  in  teaching 
disaster  nursing  to  lay  persons. 

Public  Relations  and  Recruitment: 

The  need  for  well  qualified  nurses  is  kept  before  the  public 
through  contact  with  members  of  civic  clubs,  with  high  school  students, 
faculty  and  counselors. 

Students  are  now  recruited  for  the  Southeastern  Community  College 
Associate  Degree  Program,  since  the  diploma  program  at  Southeastern 
General  Hospital  is  being  terminated.  Facilities  of  this  Institution 
will  be  utilized  for  clinical  laboratory  learning  for  nurse  students 
in  the  community  college.

School  of  Nursing  Alumnae.  Mrs.  Barbara  Crumpler  was  President. 

We  started  the  year  with  each  member  volunteering  to  give  a  program 
at  one  of  the  monthly  meetings.  Members  also  signed  to  have  a  meeting  in 
the  homes  of  those  who  wished  to  act  as  hostess  for  the  different  meetings.

Ours  was  a  Negro  family 
consisting  of  a  Mother  who  had  cancer,  two  teenage  daughters,  and  an 
older  son  who  worked  at  the  factories  during  the  tobacco  processing  season. 
The  girls  attend  school  and  one  works  two  afternoons  a  week.  This  was 
all  the  income  the  family  had  as  they  did  not  qualify  for  welfare  help. 
The  only  source  of  heat  or  means  which  they  had  to  cook  was  a  small  wood 
burner  in  the  bed-sitting  room.  Our  girls  paid  two  visits  to  this  family 
and  determined  what  they  most  needed.  We  then  decided  to  have  a  gas  tank 
installed  so  that  they  could  use  the  range  which  they  had,  but  did  not 
have  hooked  up.  We  collected  used  clothes  and  bought  each  member  of  the 
family  some  new  clothes  and  other  small  gifts  such  as  cosmetics  for  the 
girls.  We  also  took  a  large  box  of  food  so  that  they  could  have  a  nice 
Christmas  dinner. 

Following  our  business  meeting  a  member  presented  a  well-planned 
program  each  month.  These  included  slides  of  Tryon  Palace  at  one  meeting 
and  records  of  psychiatric  problems  encountered  in  the  doctor's  office 
at  another  meeting  among  others. 

We  again  offered  a  $100.00  loan  to  any  Senior  Student  Nurse  at  the 
Wilson  School  of  Nursing  during  the  last  six  months  of  her  training, 
but  we  had  no  one  to  apply  for  it. 

We  had  a  model  meeting  in  March  for  the  Senior  Students  and  had 
a  representative  of  the  White  Swan  Uniform  Company  from  New  York  and 
the  Assistant  Manager  of  Belk-Tylers  to  give  a  uniform  show  with  the 
Alumni  members  as  models. 

We  had  several  members  to  become  new  Mothers  and  each  was  presented 
a  gift  of  flowers. 

In  May  we  entertianed  the  graduating  student  nurses  at  a  cook-out 
at  the  home  of  one  of  the  members.  Two  of  our  husbands  acted  as  outdoor 
chefs.  Each  guest  was  presented  a  silver  charm  and  a  bagful  of  small 
momentos  donated  by  drug  companies.

The  following  is  a  report  (including  the  history)  of  the  Alumnae 
which  is  in  the  process  of  reorganizing  Gordon  Crowell  Memorial  Hospital 
Alumnae. 

Lincoln  Hospital  was  established  in  1907  by  the  late  Dr.  L.  A. 
Crowell,  Sr.  The  Alumnae  was  organizaed  in  the  early  twenties  with  a  few 
members,  we  were  very  active,  met  once  a  month  for  a  business  and  social 
meeting  and  enjoyed  the  fellowship. 

During  1936  the  name  of  Lincoln  Hospital  was  changed  to  the  Gordon 
Crowell  Memorial  Hospital  and  Training  School  which  continued  until  1946. 
There  were  a  number  of  graduates  during  the  training  period.  In  our 
Alumnae  we  had  a  number  of  associate  members  for  a  long  time,  then  they 
became  dissatisfied  as  they  had  no  voting  voice  in  matters  of  the  Alumnae. 

In  1958  we  reorganized  and  became  Lincoln  County  Graduate  and 
Registered  Nurse's  Club  with  a  number  of  new  members  joining.  During 
1964  when  District  Twenty-Nine  was  being  organized,  including  Gaston, 
Lincoln,  and  Cleveland  Counties,  a  number  of  members  wanted  to  join  and 
felt  like  they  could  not  attend  two  meetings  a  month  and  belong  to  both. 

We  voted  to  disband  from  the  Nurse's  Club,  but  still  carry  on  as 
Gordon  Crowell  Memorial  Hospital  Alumnae.  We  have  so  few  of  our 
hospital  graduates  living  here  and  in  the  county  it  is  hard  to  carry  on. 

I  am  planning  a  meeting  for  October,  hope  we  can  re-organize  and 
have  some  associate  members  as  before.
